«mal white ones, and Mr, Meade had 
no trouble in finding them. He merely 
pulled one of the deatroyed plants out 
of the ground and shook the roots. 

Two years ago, Mr. Mead stated, bis 
planta had been destroyed in the same 
way, and last year he spread ten bar- 
rels of lime on new ground, This was 
of no avail, as the pest this year is 
worse than ever. 

“A strawberry plant is good for three 
years,” said Mr. Mead, “but when these 
insects get at the roots they kil 
plant, and that's what is causing the 
ruination of the strawberry erop.” 

Mr. Mend was never troubled with 
the maggots until four years ago, and is 
of the opinion that they came from Aus- 
tralla dn some of the seed grain whieh 
was sent from there, Different people 
assigned different causes of the pest, 
but one thing was certain, that these 
files’ flew from place to place and were 
becoming #0 prevalent that strennous 
action would have to be taken fn order. 
to save the plants. 

‘Mr, Mead expects to lose about half 
his plants. The flies wait until the ber- 
ries begin to mature and then set to 
work. One dey a plant may be in ex- 
cellent condition and the next would be 
wilted and the berries shrunk and 
spoiled.

‘The news of the finding of the 
steamer in the ice was brought by na- 
tives. As there was ample coal and 
a cargo of food stuffs on board the 
steamer it is diffieult to conceive how 
the unfortunate seamen met thelr fate 

The Pacific Marine Review say 
Some interesting points suggest them- 
selves to us for consideration in connec- 
tion with the steamship Mariechen, now 
safely at Victoria. The stranding, aban- 
donment of voyage and subsequent float- 
ing whereof in False Bay, Alaska, when 
on a voyage from Seattle, December 
16th, to Viadivostock, with a valuable 
cargo of flour and general merchandise 
has been daly recorded by us in pre- 
vious numbers, 

The values were, ship, $125,000; 
cargo, $200,000; freight, $22,000; tots}, 
$347,000; the vessel being insured for 
$100,000 against total loss only. The 
Meustomary Lioyds form of salvage agree- 
ment for $87,500, “no cure no pay,” was 
made with the salvors, the British Co- 
lumbia Salvage company, of Victoria, 
B. C., (wrecking by special permission 
in United States waters), and who are 
to be congratulated upon their success 
under extremely difficult circumstances. 
The total value of cargo salved is * 
000. 

In connection with this case we bave 
been asked to define what constitutes 
a “constructive total loss” or, as we 
prefer to term it, a “total loss in con- 
struction of law.” While it is impos- 
sible to deal with the rules in, detail, 
within the limited space, it may be said 
that the practice which obtains in Eng- 

ind, differs from that of the United 
States and that the edntinental rules do 
not agree with either, 

With regard to the ship the rule in 
Great Britain and in the United States 
is that “if the -ship can only be re- 
paired at an expense, which a prudent 
owner, if uninsured, would not incur, 
because it would exceed the value of the 
stip when repaired, then the vessel is a 
total loss, but In the United States there 
are cnees where so far as the percen- 
tage is concerned, a half loss has been 
accepted as the criterion. According 
to the law of France and those nations 
which have followed the French code, 
«. g. Germany, the role is that “where- 
by a peril insured against, a ship is ao 
damaged or #0 placed that the cost of 
recovering. ahd repairing her would ex- 
ceed three-fourths of her sound ‘value 
before, not after, the disaster/there is a 
constructive total loss.” This rule is 
more in favor of the assured than the 
prevailing British and United States 
practice, and on the whole, appears a 
fair. corapromise. 

The minor rules with regard to. the 
manner of estimating expenses and 
values must be passed by but they are 
not oy ate An important qties- 
tion is always time when the rule for 
a constructive loss is . applied, The 
English rile requires the test to be at 
the time of commencing legal proceed- 
ings against the assurer, ‘his fe dis- 
tinctly artificial, and apparently un 
sonable.

“1. Sections 16 and 
Yen's Act, chapter 74 of the revised 
statutes, shal) not apply to shipping mas- 
ters or deputy shipping masters ip Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

“2. In the province of Britieh Colum- 
bia every shipping master may, with 
the approval of the minister of marine 
and fisheries, appoint not more 
two deputy shipping masters to assist 
masters of veesels in the securing of 
crews. 

“8. Every such 
deputy shipping master may, until oth- 
erwise provided by the governor in
